George Stachle, called to his dom 
yesterday evening by J. H. Sim, fired 


fearing to hit Mrs 
Elsie Stachle, Sim did not return the 
fire, but hurried away. The shotgun 
was found in the weeds of a vacant jot 
near-by, some time after Sim had been 
taken Into custody. 
The affair grows out of the myste- 
rious cutting of Mrs. Stachile’s throat 
the night of October 17. On that night, 
Mrs. Staehle, bleeding profusely from 
a big gash in her throat, awoke her M- 
tle daughter, who was sleeping in the 
name bed with her, while Stachte waa 
working as a kettle man at the Mailer 
Brewing Company's plant. 
The child ran to the home of Mrs. 
Sim, not far away. and though the 
hour was late in the night, Mre. Sim 
answered the ring at once, fully 
dressed. Ste accompanied little Elst» 
to the side of the wounded woman, whe 
bad by that time staggered to the G 
ing- room. Elsie, in her excitement, 
h slammed the front door behing 
her., locking herself out, but 
Stachle, bleeding as she was, managed 
to open a rear door and fell fainting 
in the arms of Mrs. Sim. 

HOW SHE WAS SAVED. 
Mrs. Stachle was so weak from loss 
of bleod that she could n speak 
when she reached the Receiving Hos 
pital. She lived at No. $18 Gladys ave- 
nue, a long distance from the heapital. 
Her windpipe had been cui, together 
with several larger biood vessels. and 
Police Surgeon Garrett said at the time 
that it hed been only through the 
presence of mind and steady nerve of 
Wagon Officer O. I. Gilpin, whe thrust 
his fingers into the gaping wound and 
clutched the severed veins and ar 
teries, meanwhile keeping the women 
in a sitting position, that her fe was 
saved. 
The police found a white-handied 
razor on the floor of one of the roome 
in the Stachle home. The handle and 
blade were stained with bleed, Under 
one of the windows was found a beer 
keg, and the window sil] showed finger 
prints. 
«first, the police inclined to the 
theory that Mrs. Staehle had tried 1 
commit suicide. Later, i was sald 
that the white-handled razor found in 
the house belonged to.J. H. Sim, and 
the day after the cutting Mrs. Sim wae 
arrested, following statements made 
by Staehle to the effect that he had 
been intimate with Mra, Sim. Nothing 
could be found to warrant holding 
Mrs. Sim, and she was released. 
Sim was working In some mite. i 
Nevada at the time. He returned home 
a few days ago. Sunday afternoon, Mra. 
Staehle was discharged from the Weat- 
lake Hospital and went home.
